So proud was Mr. Wheeler himself of this 
achievoment that be referred to it in his 
letter of arceptanco, quoting from his 
Louisiana report an appeal for justice to 
the South, Ite spoke of tho unrensona- 
bieness nf expecting tiat-the—masses-of- 
the South could in a few yenrabe traus- 
formed into model Northerncommunities, 
and end that could only come “through 
a long course of patient waiting, to which 
no one can now set certain bounds,” and 
with a great deal of “unavoidable fric- 
tion which will call for forbearance;” 
and he went on to say: 

We compelled these people lo remain in 
the Union, and now duty an. interest de- 
wand that we leave no just means untried 
to make them good, loyal citizens. How to 
diminish the friction, how to stimulate the 
elevation of this portion of our country, are 
problems nddressing themselves to our best 
and wisest statesmanship. 

In a similar, but even broader spirit, 
Mr, Hayes expresses the same duty when 
he says: 

Let me assure my countrymen of the 
Southern States that if I shall be charged 
with the duty of organizing an administra- 
tion, it will be one which will regard and 
cherish their truest interests, the interests 
of the white and colored people both and 
equally, and which will put forth its best 
efforts in behalfof e civil policy which will 
wipe out forever the distinction between 
North and South in our common country. 

These arc wise words, But this peace- 
fal civil policy is not to be secured by 
military orders, nor the di-tinction be- 
tween North and South wiped out Ly 
such speeches as Mr. Whooler's, which 
has no other purpose, certainly can have 
no other effect, than to array one section 
against the other, “The united South,” 
“the Confederato party,” “the late slave 
States,” are the burden af his cry. “We 
confront the old issue,” he says; “we are 
already engaged in another conflict ;” “as 
in 1860, we nro once more face to face 
with a united South,” and “let your bal- 
Jata protect the work so effectively dono 
at Gettysburg and on many n fold of 
strife.” This ju Mr. Wheoler’s idea ol 
“how to diminish the friction.” In the 
face of such attacks, how can we look for 
anything olse than “a united South,” or 
what encouragement is thero for those 
whe have sinceroly labored for harmony, 
when their advances are mot iin süch a 
spirit ns this ?

War Governor, John A. Andrew, said: 
“Thero ought now to be a vigorous pro- 
secution of the peace, just ns yigorons as 
our recent prosecution of the war.”

occupation, whether civilians or fot, 
and including the military of all 
denominations, —militin, soli 
marines, all of whom aro all oumd 
to oboy you. The fact that they aro 
organized as military bodies, (whether 
of the Stato or of the United States,] 
under the immediate command of 
their own oflicers, does not in any 
wiso affect thoir legal character. They 
are still the posse comitatus.” 

Under such circumstances as these 
the preparatiot.is plain for the-carry- 
ing of certain of the Sourthern States 
in tho presidential and congressional 
elections by putting over them a 
swarm of marshals and deputy 
marshals and by the pressuro of the 
armed hand, but to say that such an 
election would be sheer mockery.— 
Balto. Sua. 


When the Army may be Used. 


In nothing have the people of the 
United States, throughout all periods 
of their history, been more sensitive 
than with regard to military inter- 
ference in their domestic affairs. It is 
an axiom, embodied in our fundamen- 
tal law, “that the military is snbor- 
dinate to tho civil anthority.” The 
Constitution of the United States 
has carefully defind to occasion and 
prescribed the conditions when the 
military forecs of the government 
may be called into requisition.” They 
may be employed to protect each of 
the States against invasion, and on 
application of the Legislature or of 
the Excculive (when tho Legislature 
cannot be convened), against domestic 
Invasion is an open and 
notuzious fact, and the Exceutive 
Departmen!, upon its own motion, 
ean put the army in the field to ro- 
pel it. But domestic vivisuce is 
within the cognizanco of the loca! 
authorities alone, and they alone are 
the judges whether military nid is 
necessary to suppress it. And ac: 
cordingly it is only on their requisi» 
tion that the President is nuthorizcd 
to interpose with the forces of the 
United States. In other words, the 
several States are to manage their 
own domestic affairs, free. from nny 
military interference by the United 
States, execpt in the instances above 
mentioned and upon the conditions 
above stated. 

But, on the other hand, tho laws of 
the United States, made in pursnance 
of the Constitution, are the supreme 
law of the land, and. must be exceuted 
free from, and despite of, any intors 
ference on the part of the State 
authorities. Andit is made the duty 
of the President to sce that they are 
thus executed.
